B01LINH EGGS. 


There is an objection to the common 


way of boiling eggs which people do 
not understand. 
It is this: the white 


under three minutes rapid cooking be- 
comes tough and inoigestible, while tho 
yolk is left soft. 
When properly cook- 


ed, eggs are done evenly through, like 
any other food. 
This result may be 


attained by putting the eggs into a dish 
with a cover, as a tin pail, and 
then 


pouring upon them boiling water, twa 
quarts or more to the dozen eggs, and 
cover and set them away from the stove 
for fifteen minutes. The heat of the 
water eooks the eggs slowly and evenly, 
and to a jelly-like consistency, leaving 
the yolk harder than the white ; and 
the egg tastes as much sweeter and 
richer as a fresh egg is nicer than a 
stale one, and no person will want to 
eat them boiled after having tried this 
method once.

A Source of Sickness.—As the season 


approaches when people will re-paint 
and to-paper their dwellings, we take 
the liberty to throw out a hint or two 
upon the matter of re-papering rooms. 
As is well known it is the habit of some 
people to lay the new paper over the 
old, from year to year, until sometimes 
there are three or four coats of paper 
and paste, laid one over the other. Now 
this IB a very bad practice, and is, 
wherever practical, a fruitful source of 
disease. The under coats of paper ac- 
cumulate dampness and mold, and the 
paste with which tho paper is laid be- 
comes sour ami musty, emitting a disa 
grccablu odor and corrupting the atmos- 
phere ol the room. In every case where 
a room is' to be re-papered, the old 
should be icmovcd, and all the paste 
wiped from the wall with a damp cloth, 
or by otJber means, so that the surface 
will be lett clean and dry. Tho custom 
of papering upon paper is also bad for 
another reason. The accumulation of 
paste and p.ipcr, when it gets sour, fur- 
nishes a breeding place for small bugs, 
and other vermin which will become a 
pest in the house where tho practice is 
pursued, tfor tho sake of health then, 
as well as exemption from tho annoy- 
ances la&t named, persons making the 
repairs in question in their dwellings 
should see to it that before the new pa- 
pei is laid, the last vestige of dirt and 
impnrily is removed from the wall, and 
that the paper is laid upon a clean, 
sweet wall. The adoption of those sug- 
gestions would save much annoyance 
from vermin, as well as suffering and 
expense.
